A NEW record in issues of Scriptures by 
the American Bible Society was made 
in 1928. We have now topped 11,000,000 vol- 
umes in one year. Exact figures await receipt 
of further details from foreign correspondents. 
But this much is clear. During the past year 
the Society issued an average of twenty-one 
volumes of Scripture a minute day and night, 
for the whole year. What a seed sowing! May 
the Lord’s blessing bring a rich harvest.

In 1927 the ten-million mark was passed for 
the first time by our Society through marked 
increase of issues in the homeland, reaching 
over five and three-quarter millions of volumes. 
The 1928 figure, exceeding 11,000,000, is due 


to a marked increase in foreign lands, reaching 


a total of over six and three-quarter millions.

The China Agency is again to the fore, with 
a total issue of almost five million (4,794,730) 
volumes. The Japan Agency also in 1928 
reached a high watermark, with a total issue of 
over one million (1,056,116) volumes. The 
Arabic-Levant Agency also made its highest 
record in 1928 by issuing almost three hundred 
thousand (287,683) volumes, being over fifty 
thousand more than the previous record.

A ctLippinc from a San Antonio, Texas, 
paper confirms from that section, a report that 
reaches the Bible House from time to time 
from different sections of the country as to the 
popularity of the Bible: 


Despite all predictions to the contrary, the Bible 
(modern version) is still one of the most frequently 
read books at the Carnegie Library, according to sta- 
tistics gathered by Mrs. Frances Humphrey, librarian. 

Twenty copies of the Bible are kept in the library, 
including one Spanish, one German, one Italian, one 
Swedish and one French edition. All of them go out 
regularly, Mrs. Humphrey said. 

Most of the Bibles are used by adults, however, and 
most of the adults are only interested in the new 
translation. The majority of the people inquiring for 
the Bible are men, the statistics show. 


Tue Lutheran of January 10, 1929, carried 
a full-page article on “America’s Greatest 
Lighthouse” by Dr. Alleman, member of our 
Advisory Council from the United Lutheran 
Church. 


Besides quoting from the striking 
editorial of the New York 
Times of November 28, 
1928, on the Bible House, he 
gives interesting statistics of 
the work of the Society, calls 
attention to the prominent 
members of the Lutheran 
Church, lay and clergy, in 
official relations with the 
American Bible Society and 
its auxiliaries, and makes a 
plea for larger support of the 
work by Lutheran churches.

A RATHER unique service stands to the credit 
of our Pacific Agency. These columns have 
referred from time to time to the noonday pro- 
gram of Scripture reading conducted under 
the general supervision of Secretary Mell over, 
and through the courtesy of Station KPO. 
This has now been a recognized feature of the 
daily program for six years. We wonder how 
many features over the various broadcasting 
stations in this country have been a regular 
event for so long a period. So popular has 
the service become on the Pacific coast, that 
other radio stations have acted on the sugges- 
tion of Mr. Mell, and also give a week-day 
Scripture reading. One station in Los An- 
geles takes the same noonday hour. For some 
months the Paulist Fathers of San Francisco 
also, for ten minutes of the noon hour, broad- 
cast a portion of the Scripture without com- 
ment.

Dr. Zwemer at the February Board Meeting 


On a short visit to this country, the Rev. Samuel M. Zwemer, D.D., F.R.G.S., by special it 
tation was present at the last meeting of the Board of Managers, and after leading the devotio 
exercises, responding to a request, told briefly of his association with the American Bible Society. 


T is a large order to give here in a few 

moments an account of what my experi- 
ences have been with the American Bible So- 
ciety. The story would begin forty-one years 
ago when during vacation, while a student at 
Hope College, Holland, Michigan, I was a 
colporteur in Wisconsin and also in Kent 
County, Michigan. I have tried to live with- 
out reproach, but have been in bonds twice for 
the Bible. First, it was in Michigan that I was 
arrested for “selling Bibles without a license,” 
and was released by a telegram from your head- 
quarters in this Bible House. I was also in 
prison for a few hours in Sanaa Yemen for 
selling Bibles to the Turks then ruling there. 

I have seen your work in many lands and 
places. In Bulgaria, I recently met Mr. Popoff, 
who is doing a fine work; but I am especially 
acquainted with your work in Arabia and the 
Persian Gulf, where so many of my missionary 
years were spent; and in Egypt, my present 
home. 

No one can make any choice between the 
various Bible Societies. I am a Life Member 
of both the British and Foreign Bible Society 
and the American Bible Society. But I knew 
your Society first, and it is my first love. 

With all the contacts and all the bane and 
blessings of our western civilization that have 
come from the west to the Near East, there is 
also an increasing wave of interest in the Bible 
and the Christ of God as center of thought 
and admiration. A leading poet in Cairo, Mo- 
hammed Sidky, in his poetry cannot leave 
Christ alone, not only as the ideal character, 
but also as the way to truth. The daily press 
discusses religious issues. One paper gave day 
by day an Arabic translation of Plato’s dialogue 
on the immortality of the soul. Other papers 
published long criticisms of the text of 
your Arabic Bible printed at Beirut, which 
were answered by one of our preachers. 

No book has a more ready sale than one 
which is contradicted and assailed. That is the 
reason why “Mother India” has been read so 
widely. 

So it is with the Bible. It is being chal- 
lenged, and it is being read. For example, the 
Bible Society in Egypt received an order for 
over 1,000 copies of the Bible in Arabic for 
the Moslem university. The government has 
recently also bought Hebrew Old Testaments 
and Greek New Testaments for this university 
in Cairo, and the Book is being studied criti- 


cally. Men are judging Christians by the 
Book. 

Would that its spirit were always followed 
by western nations. This morning’s paper tells 
us that, in revenge for the shooting of Mr. Bil- 
kert, of the Reformed Church Mission, the 
airplanes of the British force in Iraq had raided 
a village of Wahabis with bombs and killed 
eighty-five people. I recall the different spirit 


of old Erasmus, one of the progenitors of the 
Bible Society—did he not publish the Greek 
Testament ?

Universal Bible Sunday, 1928 


HORTLY after December 9, remembered 
as the date of Universal Bible Sunday, the 
Secretaries sent out a questionnaire to a num- 
ber of ministers personally known to them, 
asking questions about Bible Sunday and invit- 
Many of the answers 
were sO encouraging that we want to share 
them with the readers of the Recorp. 
Particularly interesting were the replies to 
the question asking about the value placed 
upon Bible Sunday as a day in the church cal- 
A Chicago pastor wrote that he re- 
garded Bible Sunday “of the greatest value. 
The day was one long to be remembered and 
appreciated by the congregation. I was de- 
lighted with the day.” <A minister in Detroit 
replied that he observes Bible Sunday every 
year and finds it worth while. A pastor of a 
suburban church in Pittsburgh stated: “I look 
_ forward to Bible Sunday each year’; while a 
ministe#in a small town in lowa said that the 
observance of Universal Bible Sunday is “very 
worth while.’’ A pastor from Kansas enthusi- 
astically wrote: “I love to observe the day”; 
while a minister from Tennessee declared the 
day to be very valuable and worth much to his 
people. From California came this word: “I 
regard it as essential.” 
An estimate of the number of churches ob- 
_ serving Bible Sunday would be but a guess. 
The Society has no method of acquiring com- 
prehensive statistics. However, in the requests 
for literature to be used on Bible Sunday forty- 
seven different denominations were represented. 
By far the largest number of requests came 
from pastors of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, with the Presbyterian Church in the 
U.S. A. second, and the Baptist Church third. 
It was interesting to observe that the total 
number of requests constituted an increase over 
those of the preceding year of about twenty- 
five per cent. 

We would not be human if we were not 
pleased by the favorable remarks on the mate- 
rial sent out by the Society for the pastors’ 
use. When we heard from a Lutheran pastor 
in Wisconsin, stating: “Wish to acknowledge 
receipt of your material for Bible. Sunday. 
Thanks very much! It is wonderful”; and 
from a Baptist executive in Pennsylvania: “I 

certainly want to congratulate you upon such 
literature as the brochure ‘Sowing the Seed.’ 


It is certainly calculated to stir respect for the 
organization which issued it” ; and from a Pres- 
byterian clergyman on the Pacific coast, saying: 
“1 used the leaflets to good advantage and 
found the material excellent for my sermon. 
The suggestion about the penny portions was 
great”’—we accepted these compliments and 
others like them with as much humility as we 
could muster, and registered a determination 
to do as well or better next time. 

The final week before Universal Bible Sun- 
day finds the office jammed with eleventh-hour 
requests. The greatest cooperation pastors can 
render is to forward their requests for mate- 
rial early. Having sinned egregiously as a pas- 
tor, under similar circumstances, the Secretary 
in charge encouraged the office force to be 
patient with his fellow ministers, and gave in- 
structions that late requests be treated as ex 
peditiously as possible. All requests received 
after the Wednesday just preceding Bible Sun- 
day were sent by special delivery, and in some 
instances where the distances seemed unusually 
great the packages went by air mail. An in- 
teresting letter was received from a pastor in 
Hollywood, Florida, expressing his apprecia- 
tion of our use of the air mail in sending him 
his material. His request was received on 
Thursday, and the literature was immediately 
forwarded by air mail that afternoon. Its arri- 
val on Friday afternoon prompted the recipient 
to inquire at the postoffice regarding its time 
in transit. He was informed by the postmaster 
that the package had broken all speed records 
for postal air mail between New York and 
Miami, and was only twenty-three hours en 
route from New York City to Hollywood 

No report of Bible Sunday would be com- 
plete without a word of appreciation of the 
cordial cooperation of the editors of religious 
periodicals. Never before has so much space 
been willingly accorded in announcing and em- 
phasizing Bible Sunday. Without this gener- 
ous support it would have been impossible to 
make the day as memorable as it seems to have 
been.

Now 
I am distributing nothing but the Word of 
God. It is safe, sound, satisfying, and sure 
to be a blessing. I have a gospel wagon serv- 
ice every Sunday afternoon on the street 
corner in Los Angeles. Time and time again 
I have said, ‘If any man will take the Gospel of 
John and read the twenty-one chapters, if it 
don’t help him in any way, bring it back the 
next Sunday, and I will give him one dollar 
for the book.’ Not one has ever come back.” 


“Glasses for the Spiritually Blind” 

“We have had an increasing number of 
Greeks interested in the Scriptures, and, to our 
joy, a number of them are becoming active 
‘correspondents’ of the Bible Society. One 
such writes: ‘I am a restaurant worker. My 
income is limited. But I am able and get great 
joy in buying and circulating the Gospels. I 
feel as though I am giving 
glasses to the — spiritually 
blind. Many times I am 
short of cash, but my friends 
advance money to help the 
work and keep it going. 
During the year I have had 
the pleasure of distributing 
over 15,000 Gospels. I have 
given them to people on the 
street cars, in stations, buses, 
depots, parks, etc. Some- 
times I go down to the docks 
and pass out Gospels on the 
great trans-Pacific liners and 
navy boats anchored here. Sometimes I leave 
Gospels on the tables in the public hbrary. 
* * * JT spend all my spare time marking and 
handing out the precious Word of Life, and I 
believe God is well pleased with all who help.’ ” 


American Indians 
“We never remember having as many in-

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quiries or of as much work being done among 
the Indians by correspondents as during the 
past year. This is not only true because of 
more organizations and united efforts being 
made to reach the Indians, but because of an 
increased interest on the part of the Indians 
themselves in the book for which their ances- 
tors in the Northwest, long ago, sent a deputa- 
tion over the long trail to St. Louis, that they 
might have the ‘white man’s book.’ 

“Rev. J. D. Wells, of Eureka, California, has 
given special service among the Indians. He 
has had several Indian congregations with from 
twenty-five to seventy converted Indians. He 
goes out and hunts and fishes with the Indians, 
and lives as they do on the hunt. When night 
comes, he builds a fire, wraps himself in a 
blanket, and sleeps with his feet toward the 
fire. 

“During the summer Mr. Wells sent a young 
colporteur and his wife some five hundred miles 
by trail. The mule carried a pack of Scrip- 
tures on one side, provisions on the other side, 
and bedding on top, and the colporteur and his 
wife walked. They traveled through the

“A number of correspondents have been at 
work in the various ports in the Pacific Agency, 
particularly those about Puget Sound, in San 
Francisco Bay, San Pedro, Los Angeles, and 
San Diego. Among these are the chaplains of 
the United States Navy, the Army and Navy 
Y. M. C. A., the seamen’s institutes in the 
harbor cities, the Floating Christian Endeavor 
Society, and nearly a score of special corre- 
spondents who have been distributing Scrip- 
tures among sailors, 

“Among the institutions, the Immanuel Mis- 
sion to Seamen has been very active, and has 
carried on a large work in many ports. Mr. 
Oscar Zimmerman, the superintendent of this

Among them, the 
Rev. and Mrs. U. G. Murphy, formerly of 
Japan and now in Seattle, are persone grate 
among the Japanese. Mr. Murphy has traveled 
throughout the Agency, visiting Japanese camps 
and centers. “He has been influential in reach- 
ing, with vital messages, the Japanese-Ameri- 
can young people. These have been eager pur- 
chasers of the Scriptures. Perhaps no class in 
America has had more difficult problems to 
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face than these eager, open-hearted young 
people who have turned their faces from the 
Oriental past to the present American life and 
culture.”

among his fellow-Japanese in California. Dur- 
ing the past eight years he has sold over 3,000 
Bibles to them. He says, “The younger gener- 
ation of Japanese are now using English 
Bibles.” Through his initiative the Japanese 
Christians in the United States purchased and 
presented Japanese Bibles in special binding, 
at a cost of approximately 500 yen, to the Em- 
peror of Japan and His Highness Prince Chi- 
chibu on the occasion of the coronation of the 
Emperor, in November, and the royal wedding 
of the Prince. 

“Tt may be a surprise to know that the Japa- 
nese group is one of the best supplied with 
Scriptures of any of the foreign-speaking 
groups on the Pacific coast. These Japanese 
have not only obtained the Bible, but are eager 
to help distribute it among the visiting Japa- 
nese. They have always arranged to supply 
the visiting Japanese battleships with copies of 
the sacred volumes as they touch American 
ports in the Pacific Agency.” 


The Chinese 


Through the aid of the missionaries returned 
from China, Chinese pastors, and special work- 
ers, and “with the cooperation of the Chinese 
bookstores, we have had a good year in supply- 
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ing the Bible needs of the Chinese on the Pa- 
cific coast.” 
Filipinos and Bibles 

“A number of Filipinos have purchased pul- 
pit Bibles to present to the Protestant churches 
in their far-away 
home towns. These 
have been beauti- 
fully inscribed with 
names of the do- 
nors, and sent as 
love gifts to the 
far-distant islands.” 
Back of this activ- 
ity was Mr. B. O. 
Tolentino, to whose 
work among the 
Filipinos in Amer- 
ica reference was 
made in our Feb- 
ruary issue. “He 
has sold and dis- 
tributed among his 
countrymen some 
1,500 volumes of 
Scripture, about 
500 of these being 
Bibles.

The American Bible Society had an exhibit 
at the World’s Sunday-school Convention, held 
in Los Angeles, last June, which attracted wide 


who were without the Bible, his 
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attention. ‘“Some 1,700 visitors en- 
rolled at the Bible booth and ex- 
pressed their interest in the Society 
and its work. Groups of Japanese, 
Filipinos, Chinese, Mexicans, 
American Indians, Africans, and 
East Indians, crowded about our 
tables. 

“The officials of the Los Angeles 
Public Library were so impressed 
with it, that they sought and ob- 
tained its loan for several weeks’ 
display in the city library. Here, 
too, it, attracted wide attention. 
Hundreds studied the exhibit, and 
it was pronounced by all a splendid 
showing.” 

Children 

“Gracious work has been going on 
among the children. Not only 
regular Bible or Sunday schools, but 
vacation Bible schools and week-day 
church schools, as well as other 
gatherings of children, have been 
reached by special workers, evan: 
gelists, and children’s unions. The 
Rev. Frank A. Miller distributed 
2,500 Gospels in tent meetings to 
them. Another successful worker, Mr. Riley 
O. Johnson, has carefully distributed 3,500 
Gospels, 300 New Testaments, and 60 Bibles 
to children. He writes, ‘I have found that the 
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Bible contains a powerful appeal to children 
when they are impressed with the fact that 
reading the Bible is nothing more or less than 
giving God a chance to speak to them’ ” 


What Do Penny Portions Accomplish? 


HE recent tremendous circulation of the 

one-cent Gospels and other single books 
of the Bible has been gratifying to many. But 
questions have arisen in the minds of some. 
Are real results evident? Is the circulation of 
these penny portions curtailing the circulation 
of Testaments and, especially, that of the whole 
Bible? A conclusive answer must await fur- 
ther experience. But already there are very 
encouraging indications and illustrations of 
distinctly beneficial results. The cumulative 
force of illustrations will be increased if, in- 
stead of picking out the most effective from all 
parts of the country, we restrict ourselves to a 
given section. Hence the following is drawn 
from the annual report of a single Agency, and 
that one which has a peculiarly difficult field. 
To Dr. Arthur F. Ragatz, of the Western 
Agency, are we indebted for the encourage- 
ment that follows. It has value also in that 
the facts here presented were not assembled by 
him as an answer to the question above, but 


have been brought together for the purpose of 
this article by the editors from different parts 
of his record of the year. 

What One Gospel Did 

A colporteur spoke at a meeting and offered 
a Gospel of John to every person who would 
promise to read it. More than a hundred were 
given. Some days later, while driving miles 
from this town, the colporteur was changing 
a tire on his car when a boy approached and 
said: 

“Oh, Mr. Bible Man, my father wants to 
see you. Please wait until I go and tell him 
that you are here.” 

In a little while father and son returned. 
The colporteur was cordially invited to go with 
them to their home for dinner. He accepted, 
and, on entering the house, found father, 
mother, and eleven children. During the meal 
he was told that this home had never possessed 
a Bible; that the father had been at the meeting 
where he had been given a Gospel of John, 
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which, he said, they had been reading aloud in 
the family ; with the result that they were anx- 
ious to buy a Bible, so they could read all the 
Scriptures. 
The Young Missionary 

A young boy told his Sunday-school teacher 
that he wanted to do some missionary work. 
The teacher consulted with her pastor, who 
suggested that they buy penny Gospels of 
John and let the boy give them to those who 
would promise to read them. Months later, 
while the teacher felt little, if any, good could 
come from such simple service, the boy came 
to her all athrill; for that very hour a man 
had stopped him on the street, inquiring, 
“Aren’t you the boy who gave me this little 
Gospel last fall?” “Well,” said the man, “I’m 
glad to see you, for I want to thank you for 
_ that little book. I read it, and it saved my 
soul.” 


An Honest Doubter Convinced by a Penny Gospel 

A pastor, at the close of his sermon one 
Sunday morning, was told by a man, “If you 
can prove to me that what you preach is true, 
T’ll become a Christian.” After further con- 
versation, the man added, “If you have a book 
on Christian evidences that you can let me 
ser ll read it carefully; and, if it proves its 
claims, I’ll be glad to believe.” 

That afternoon the pastor took one of his 
little Gospels of John, carefully marked sev- 
eral passages, and wrote a personal letter to 
this man, saying, “If you read this book care- 
fully, with a heart open to God’s Spirit, I 
believe you will be willing to place your eternal 
hope on chapter 3, verse 16.” 

Before the following Sunday the minister 
called at this man’s home. The man stated 
that, when the Gospel of John came, he was 
much disappointed; for he had expected some 
profound treatise on the Christian Faith. But 
he read the Gospel, read it several times, and at 
last discovered that his doubts had vanished ; 
he believed, he accepted Christ, and was saved. 
Nor had he stopped there. He had led his wife 
to the same step. The next Sunday the entire 
family openly confessed Christ as their Saviour, 
and united with the church. 


Testimonies Culled from Various Letters 


“T thought I was a pretty decent sort of chap 
and was satisfied with myself, until I read that 
Gospel you sold me.”

Since then life has been 
hard, and I thought no one cared for me, until 
I read this. Now I know that Jesus loves 
me, and helps me every day. I have been 
brought back to my mother’s God by the read- 
ing of this sweet story of his love.” 


Penny Gospels Sell Whole Bibles 


A new trend was indicated by the avidity 
with which churches took up the “Scripture 
Reading Campaign” whereby the penny Gos- 
pels were distributed in hundred thousand 
quantities. However, before the months set 
apart for the campaign were over, there ap- 
peared a growing demand for the entire Bible. 

Fears previously entertained that the reading 
of a Gospel might satisfy many who partici- 
pated in this very widely observed campaign, 
proved groundless. Letters expressing this 
fear and warning against this danger had 
scarcely been answered, when other letters be- 
gan to come in, stating that the reading of a 
Gospel had created a desire to know more about 
the Sacred Scriptures and asking for a copy 
of the entire Bible. 

This year marks a new record, all because, 
as we firmly believe, the penny Gospels were 
so bountifully provided that vast numbers of 
them found their way into the hands of people 
who possessed no other Scripture, and, by read- 
ing a single Gospel, they became so interested 
in the divine message, that they procured the 
entire Book. 

That this is more than a mere surmise, is 
borne out by the fact that during the year this 
Agency had not sent out Bibles in large orders 
to supply special demands, such as happened 
some years ago. At that time certain states 
passed laws requiring every public schoolroom 
to be supplied with a Bible; and we sent them 
out in orders ranging from one hundred to a 
thousand copies to a single purchaser. 


Bibles for Personal Use 
This year’s sales have been principally made 
to either the individual himself or to some 
one who ordered for individuals. We have 
never had such a continuous flow of orders 
asking that Bibles be sent for personal use.

FEBRUARY MEETING OF THE BOARD 


HE tenth stated meeting of the Board of 
Managers in its one hundred and thir- 
teenth year was held at the Bible House, Astor 
Place, New York, on Thursday, February 7, 
1929, at 3:30 o’clock p.m., Vice-President 
Henry S. Stearns in the chair. 

The devotional exercises were conducted by 
the Rev. S. M. Zwemer, D.D., of Cairo, Egypt, 
who was present by special invitation. 

In response to the request of the chairman, 
Dr. Zwemer spoke briefly of his acquaintance 
with the American Bible Society and its work 
at home and abroad. 

The following memorial minute on John D. 
Sage, a former Vice-President, was adopted by 
rising vote. 
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John D. Sage 


In the death of John D., Sage many interests lost 
one who had rendered them valuable service, and the 
city of Cincinnati lost one of its best-known and most- 
honored citizens. His business ability brought him to 
the presidency of the large insurance company with 
which his whole business life was related; and he was 
a director of other important business institutions. 
His service in civic welfare had made him a promi- 
nent member of the Chamber of Commerce, active in 
many committees of the Board of Education of which 
he was a member, chairman of the Community Chest, 
chairman of a hospital building committee, an active 
leader in the development of aviation facilities, and 
prominent in many social organizations. A man of 
earnest religious life, he was trustee and deacon of 
the Baptist church with which he was connected, and 
leader and teacher of its Men’s Bible Class for many 
years; a vice-president of the Y. M. C. A. at the 
time of his death; prominent in the councils of the 
Y. W..C. A., treasurer and director of the Federa- 
tion of the Churches of Cincinnati, and particularly in- 
terested and helpful in local and national Sunday- 
school work. One who had known him throughout his 
business career said of him, “John D. Sage as a 
Christian man, a friend, and executive was one of 
the outstanding men of Cincinnati. No public service 
for his church, his city, or his country, was too great 
or too small for him to accept aghis responsibility.” 

He was one worthy to be a Vice-President of the 
American Bible Society, and in his death, at the com- 
paratively early age of fifty-four, the Board of Mana- 
gers record their sense of serious loss, and extend to 
his family and friends their very sincere sympathy. 


The minutes of the various standing commit- 
tees were presented and approved. 

The Rev. T. H. Mackenzie, D.D., of Flush- 
ing, L. I., was appointed a ministerial member 
of the Committee on Ways and Means. 

Mr. George Tiffany, of Brooklyn, N. Y., was 
elected a member of the Board of Managers. 

The Treasurer reported the following con- 
signments to the Society’s Foreign Agencies 
during the month of December, 1928: Carib- 
bean, 196 volumes, valued at $94.65; Upper 
Andes, 900 volumes, valued at $16.46; West 
Indies, 145 volumes, valued at $134.29; total 
volumes, 1,241; total value, $245.40. 

The issues from the Bible House during De- 
cember were 632,674 volumes.
